The Convention Adopted Reports of 
Committee on Rnles, Credential! 
and Permanent Organization. 



The Sub-Committee of the Committee 
On Resolutions Made Its Report — 
The Platform Submitted Is 
■ , Quite Lengthy. 



St. Louis, July 8.— The democratic 
national convention Thursday adopted 
the report of the committee on rules, 
credentials and permanent organiza- 
tion. The session opened at 10 
o'clock, an hour later took a recess un- 
til 2 p. in , and adjourned at 6:20 until 
10 o'clock Friday. During the day sev- 
eral speeches were made, chief of 
Which ' was William Jennings Bryan's 
effort to overthrow the report of the 
credentials conftnittee and seat con- 
testing delegates from Illinois. Tho 
controversy was ended by the rejec- 
tion of the minority report of the com- 
mittee by a vote of 647 nays to 299 
ayes. Though Mr. Bryan's speech and 
his appearance on the floor of the con- 
vention was cheered far beyond any 
previous demonstration, it made few 
votes. The alignment of delegates 
proved the correctness of previous es- 
timates of the division between those 
who favor the radicals and those who 
are supporting the conservative ele- 
ment, which is now in control. 

Permanent Organization. 

When the result of the contest was 
announced the report of the commit- 
tee on permanent organization was 
made. Representative Champ Clark, 
who was chosen permanent chairman, 
addressed the convention. He had 
prepared and furnished to the press a 
speech of great length. The hour wag 
so late when he gained the platform, 
however, he spoke about 300 words 
and left his audience to read the re- 
mainder. 

The ovation given to Mr. Bryan was 
one of the greatest ever transpiring 
at any of the notable events for which 
the immense Coliseum is famed. It 
was begun before the afternoon ses- 
sion of the convention had been call- 
ed to order and continued for 12 min- 
utes with so much furore that Tempo- 
rary Chairman Williams and all of his 
assistants, including a hundred police- 
men, were unable to restore order. 



PARKER FORCES. 



They Turned the Bryan Tide By a 
Counter Demonstration. 



Quiet came from the convention on- 
ly after the Parker forces joined In 
and by persistent efforts turned the 
tide by a counter demostratlon for the 
New Yorker, so that tho favorite can- 
didate for the nomination for presi- 
dent finally reaped the harvest of en- 
thusiasm sown for Mr. Bryan. 

The Inconsistencies of a gr^at unor- 
ganized body, such as is formed by the 
spectators, delegates and alternates 
making up a great political convention, 
was appropriately illustrated in Thurs- 
day's gathering. Thousands of throats 
cheered Bryan as lustily as they did 
when he was chosen eight years ago 
as the democratic candidate for presi- 
dent The great tumult to the Initi- 
ated would have been proof positive 
that the Nebraskan, more than ever, 
was the hero of his part. And yet, 
when a banner bearing the Inscrip- 
tion "Georgia's Parker Delegation." 
was taken to the platform and held 
aloft where all could see, the applause 
was directed that way. Without paus- 
ing In their enthusiasm the great 
throng of men and women shouting 
the name of Bryan switched to Par- 
ker as if their only ambition was to 
cheer and make a great noise. 
Test Vote Favored Parker. 
The vote Thursday In the Illinois 
case waB the test and favorable to 
Parker. There were 946 votes cast of 
the 1,000 voteB in the convention, the 
54 of IUInoiB being withheld. The 
negative vote on Mr. Bryan's minority 
report was 647, which is 20 votes short 
of the necessary two-thirds to nomi- 
nate. It represented with some ex- 
ceptions the Parker strength, although 
it had in it also some of the opposi- 
tion Including the 32 votes of Massa- 
chusetts. At the same time there 
were cast on the other side 18 votes 
of South Carolina and 26 votes of Ken- 
tucky and the 18 votes of Louisiana, 
making a total of 62 votes from states 
that have declared for Parker. De- 
ducting the 32 votes of Massachusetts 
and adding the 02 votes of tho Parker 
states gives a total of 677 votes 
which may be classed as Parker and 
with, some exceptiona from the small- 



er states which did not vote Parker 
or ant i Parker on the contested cases. 



THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 



Entire Day Spent in Perfecting the 
Details. 



The sub-committee of the commit- 
tee on resolutions spent the entire 
day until 6 o'clock in perfecting the 
details of the democratic platform, 
concluding at that hour with the adop- 
tion of a gold standard piank. The 
plank was voted in during the absence 
of Mr. Bryan and Congressman Wil- 
liams, and the ballot stood 7 to 3, the 
affirmative votes being cast by Messrs. 
Daniel. Hill. Pattison, Hamlin, Cable, 
Poe and Davis, and the negative votes 
by Messrs. Dubois, Shively and New- 
lands. The understanding was that If 
Messrs. Bryan and Williams had been 
present they would have cast their 
votes in the negative, thus bringing 
the opposition vote to Ave. As agreed 
upon by the sub-committee the text of 
the platform follows: 

The Platform. 

We, the delegates of the democratic 
party of the United States. In national 
convention assembled, declare our devo- 
tion to the essential principles of the 
democratic faith which bring us together 
in party cummunlon. 

4Tnder them local self-goverment and 
national unity and prosperity were alike 
established. They underlaid our lndlpend- 
ence, the structure of our free republic, 
and every democratic extension, from 
Louisiana to California, and Texas to 
Oregon, which preserves faithfully In all 
the states the tie between taxation and 
representation. The.y yet inspirit the 
masses of our people, guarding Jealously 
their rights and liberties, and cherishing 
their fraternity, peace and orderly devel- 
opment. They remind us of our duties 
and responsibilities as citizens of. und 
impress upon us, particularly at this 
time, the necessity of reform and the 
rescue of the administration of govern- 
ment from the headstrong, arbltary and 'removing thai issue from the field of po 
spasmodic methods which distract bus'- I Utleal contention. 



cure lias erf\is>a what may once nave 
been Infant Industries to become the 
greatest combinations of capital that the 
world has ever known. These publicly 
favored enterprises have, through trust 
meth«d<<. been converted Into monopolies, 
thus bringing to an end domestic com- 
petition which was the only check upon 
the extravagant profits made possible by 
the protective system. These Industrial 
combinations, by the financial assistance 
they can give now, control the policy of 
the republican party. We favor a wise, 
conservative and business-like revision, 
and a gradual reduction of the tariff by 
the friends of the masses, and for the 
commonweal, and not by the friends of 
its abuse, Its extortions and Its discrimi- 
nations, keeping In view the ultimate end 
of "equality of burdens and equality of 
opportunities." and the constitutional 
purpose of raising a revenue by taxa- 
tion, to wit. the support of the Federal 
government In all Its integrity and virili- 
ty, but In simplicity; and keeping also In 
view, as men of common sense should, 
existing conditions, however wrongfully, 
mistakenly or unjustly brought about, and 
the danger to the cause of tariff reform. 
Itself of abrupt and revolutionary rever- 
sal of policy. 

We should bear In mind. In short, those 
two things: First, the general principle 
that the sole derivation and power of tax- 
ation Is the support of the Federal gov- 
ernment, economically, effectively and 
constitutionally administered, and. sec- 
ond, the equal truth that In the assertion 
of any general principle and In reaching 
any ultimate end, however sacred and 
logically unavoidable, due regard, but 
only due regard, must and should be paid 
to actually existing conditions.

law. prices higher than those charged 
foreigners for ldential articles.

1.— Large reductions can readily be 
made In the annual expenditures of the 
government, without Imparlng the ef. 
ficiency of any branch of the public serv- 
ice, and we shall Insist upon the strictest 
economy and frugality compatible wltn 
Inglorious and efficient, civil, military and 
naval administration as a right of the 
people too clear to be denied or with- 
held . 



Our party having long and earnestly 
advocated the construction of an inter- 
oieanlc canal for the purposes of na- 
tional defense and commerce between the 
states, and with foreign nations, we fa- 
vor the early completion of the Isthmian 
canal. 

But while making the declaration and 
accepting the results as an accomplished 
and Irreversible fact, we can not too for- 
cibly express our disapproval of the 
methods by which. In disregard of the 
usages and obligations of International 
law and treaty obligations, the canat 
route has been acquired, or too solemnly 
record our hope that (his precedent of 
defiant diplomacy may never be used 
against us to our humiliation and In- 
Jury. 

We recognise that the gigantic trusts 
and combinations designed to enable capi- 
tal to necure more than its Just share of 
the Joint product of capital and labor, and 
which have been fostered and promoteJ 
under republican rule, are a menaee te 
beneficial competition, and an obstacle to 
permanent business prosperity. 

We demand the vigorous and Impartial 
enforcement of the laws already made to 
prevent and control such trusts and com- 
binations, and we favor such further leg- 
islation In restraint thereof, as experience 
shows to be necessary. 

Corporations chartered by authority ef 
the people must forever remain subjeel 
to regulation In the Intertst of the peo- 
ple.

We pledge ourselves to Insist upon the 
Just and lawful protection of our citizens 
at. home and abroad, and to use all prop- 
er measures to neeure for them, whether 
native DOTH or naturalized, and without 
distinction of race or creed, the equal pro- 
tection of laws and the enjoyment of all 
rights and privileges open to lliem under 
the covenants of our treaties of friend- 
ship and commerce; and. If under existing 
treaties the right of travel and sojourn 
Is denied to American citizens or recog- 
nition Is withheld from American pass- 
ports by any countries on the ground of 
race or creed, we favor the beginning of 
negotiations with the governments of 
such countries to secure, by new treaties, 
the removal of these unjust discrimina- 
tions. 

The democracy would secure to the 
surviving soldiers and sailors and their 
dependents, generous pensions, not by an 
arbitrary executive order, but by legisla- 
tion which a grateful people stand ready 
to enact. 

Our soldiers and sailors, who defend 
with their lives the constitution and the 
laws, have a sacred Interest in their Just 
administration. They mvist, therefore, 
share with us the humiliation with which 
we have witnessed the exultation of court 
favorites, without distinguished service, 
over the scarred heroes of many battles: 
or aggrandized by executive appropria- 
tions out of the treasuries of a prostrate 
people, in violation of the act of con- 
gress which It fixes the compensation 
and allowances of the military officers. 

We denounce the ship subsidy bill, re- 
cently passed by the United States Sen- 
ate, as an Iniquitous appropriation ot 
public funds for private purposes and a 
wasteful, illogical and useless attempt to 
overcome by subsidy, to the obstructions 
raised by republican legislation, to the 
growth and development of American 
commerce on the s^a. 

We favor the upbuilding of n merchant 
marine, without new or additional bur 
dens upon the people, and without boun- 
ties from the public treasury. 

The democratic party stands committed 
to the principles of civil service reform, 
and we demand their honest, Just and Im- 
partial enforcement. 

We denounce the republican party for 
Its continuous and sinister encrouchment 
upon the spirit and operation of civil 
service rules, whereby It has arbitrarily 
dispensed with examinations for office In 
the interests of favorites, and employed 
all manner ot devices to over-reach and 
set aside the principles upon which the 
civil service was established. 

We demand the extermination of 
polygamy within the Jurisdiction of the 
I'nlted States, and the complete separa- 
tion of church and state in political af- 
fairs. 

We congratulate our western citizens 
upon the pnssage of the measure known 
as the Newlands Irrigation net for the Ir 
rigation and reclammatlon of the arid 
lands of the west— a measure framed by 
a democrat, passed In the senate by a 
non-purtlsun vote and pruned in the house 

against the opposition of almost all the 
republican leaders by a vote, the majority 
of which, was democratic. We call at- 
tention to this great democratic measure, 
broad and comprehensive as It Is. work- 
ing automatically throughout all time 
without further action of congress, until 
the reclammatlon of all the lands In the 
arid west capable of reclammatlon Is ac- 
complished, reserving the lands reclaimed 
for homeseekers In small tracts, and rig- 
idly guarding against land monopolies, 
as an evidence of the policy of domes- 
tic development contemplated by the 
democratic party, should It be placed Jji 
power. 

We favor the preservation. In so far 
as we can. of an open door for the 
world's commerce In the orient, without 
innecessary entanglement in oriental and 



needs, but said that the output of the 
precious metals is so irregular as to 
render it most uncertain, and argued 
that while the present supply may he 
sufficient to meet the wants of the 
world, It can not be relied upon per- 
manently. 

He was replied to by Senators Dan- 
iel and Hill, who contended that the 
plank presented recognizes the quan- 
titive theory of money advocated by 
the democratic party and from this 
point drew the conclusion that the 
declaration is not inconsistent with 
former pronouncements on the sub- 
ject 

Other Important Planks. 

The anti-trust, tariff and other im- 
portant planks were earnestly debated 
and liberally, amended, but, as per- 
fected, they were generally satisfac- 
tory to all the members of the sub- 
committee. 

After considerable discuspion the 
full committee adopted Bryan's tariff 
plank in lieu of the declaration sub- 
mitted by the sub-committee. It is 
said not to differ materially from the 
latter. 

The Bryan plank is shorter and 
more direct than that of the sub-com- 
mltee. It declares in effect that all 
tariff for protection Is robbery and 
advocates a gradual reduction along 
lines that will not disturb business in- 
terests. 

JAPANESE MASSING. 



They Occupy the Second Range of 
Hills Around Port Arthur. 



Che Foo, July 8— In the fighting 
which occurred on July 4 for the pos- 
session of one of the hills northeast of 
Port Arthur, the Russians lost, accord- 
ing to Chinese, 100 men killed and 50 
wounded. 

The Japanese having occupied the 
second range of hills around Port Ar- 
thur, are now massing men to march 
upon the Russian marine camp that 
commands the principal past; through 
the hills, which is directly back of 
Port Arthur. ThiB camp is considered 
vital to the safety of the fortress, and 
It is guarded, according to the Chi- 
nese, by 20,000 marines and sailors. 
In the Chinese-Japanese war the Jap- 
anese occupied this camp for seven 
days before they took possession of 
Port Arthur.

2.— The enforcement of honesty In the 
public service, and to that end a thorough 
legislative investigation of those execu- 
tive departments of the government al- 
ready known to teem with corruption, as 
well as other departments suspected of 
harboring corruption,- and the punishment 
of ascertained corruptionlsts without fear 
or favor or regard to persons.

.1— We favor the nomination and elec- 
tion of a president trained In the way* 
of the constitution, who shall set his 
face sternly agalnat executive usurpation 
of legislative and Judicial functions 
whether that usurpation be ruled under 
the guise of executive construction of 
existing laws, or whether it take refuge 
In the tyrant s plea of necessity or su- 
perior wisdom.

Intolerable. We recognize the right of 
capital, In all legitimate lines of enter- 
prise, to combine for the Increase of busi- 
ness for enlarging productive capacity, 
and for decreasing the cost of production; 
but when such combinations, In its pur 
pose or effect, creates, or tends to create, 
a monopoly In Its productions, to restrain 
trade, or to stifle competion: to Increase 
the cost to the consumer, or to control 
the market. It violates the spirit of our 
laws, b| comer, inimical to public welfare 
and peaces, and should be so regulated, 
controlled or prohibited by law as to 
amply protect the public Interests.

We demand an enlargement of the 
powers of the lnter-state commerce com- 
mission, to the end that the traveling 
nubile and shippers of this country may 
have prompt and adequate relief for the. 
abuses they are subjected to in the mat- 
ter of transportation. 

We favor the maintenance of the Mon- 
roe doctrine in its full Integrity. 

We favor a liberal trade treaty with 
Canada. 

We favor the reduction of the army, 
and of army expenditure to the point his- 
torically demonstrated to be safe and 
eufll cleat.

NO RIGHT TO KICK— THEY VOTE 
THIS WAY. 

The artisans and workingmen of the 
country are fast discovering that the 
protective tariff does not protect them 
from wage reductions, and in many cases 
from no work at all. This seems to he 
especially true in that hotbed of protec- 
tion, the .state of Pennsylvania, lot the 
Public Ledger— good Republican au- 
thority—recently announced that: 

"With thousands out of employment 
by an almost total stagnation in the in- 
dustry and in the looms of a lanre num- 
ber of mills working on half and three- 
quarters time, worsted yarn spinners in 
this city propose to combine to cut down 
the operatives' wages to the basis of those 
paid in New England for similar work. 
This means a reduction of !•"> per cent, in 
the earnings of .0,000 spinnera." 

Besides the worsted operatives above 
mentioned, it is reported that 110,000 other 
textile workers are idle, all working in 
protected industries. Worsted yarn is 
protected by a tariff duty of 30 or 40 cents 
a pound, according to quality, and an ad- 
ditional duty cf 40 per cent ad valorem. 
This enormous protection of course pre- 
vents the importation of foreign yarns, 
except a small amount of Saxony wool, 
especially prepared for ladies to knit with, 
ao the home market is preserved for the 
wool yarn manufacturers, and the profits 
are very large, there being no competi- 
tion. Yet this protection has resulted 
in "an almost complete stagnation of the 
industry," with no work for many of the 
operatives and a reduction of wageBeven 
to those working on half time. 

That is the terrible condition to which 
these poor, deluded disciples of pro- 
tection have been brought in one of the 
highest protected industries, and the 
condition has existed for some time. It 
must also be remembered that the cost 
of living has vastly advanced under this 
protective tariff system, so that even 
those workingmen who are fully em- 
ployed and who have been fortunate 
enough not to have their wages reduced 
have all they can do to make both ends

WAR ON AUTOMOBILES. 



Police Judge John J. Riley Announced 
a Startling Innovation. 

Lexintgon, Ky. ( July 8.— Police Judge 
John J. Riley, who recently attained 
notoriety by the re-establishment of 
the. whipping post, announced another 
startling Innovation in criminal pro- 
cedure Thursday which promises to 
diminish the number of drunks pre- 
sented In bis court hereafter.

Lexington, Ky., July 8— The board 
of education Thursday night, by unani- 
mous vote, decided to test the school 
book law adopted by the last general 
assembly in regard to its application to 
cities of the second class. This action 
was based upon a written report from 
Attorney S. M. Wilson to the effect 
that a city of the second class bad an 
exclusive Jurisdiction over its own 
text books. The co-operation or other 
cities of the second class will be asked 
for a written opinion from the attor- 
ney general. In case the latter is un< 
favorable the matter will be take to 
the courts for adjudication.

It is claimed the big ma- 
chines keep travel off the road, as 
many women who formerly enjoyed 
evening rides do not do so for fear 
of accidents. 

Mrs. May Pardoned. 

Frankfort, Ky., July 8.— Mrs. Nancy 
May, of Leslie county, arrived at the 
state penitentiary Thursday morning 
to take up a ten-year sentence for 
murdering a young woman whom she 
accused of intimacy with her husband. 
Acting Gov. Thome interfered and 
pardoned her, she having her three- 
months-old child in her arms. 

Heavy Rain in Bath County. 

Owlngsville, Ky., July 8. — A heavy 
rainstorm passed over this county, do 
ing much good to growing crops in 
parts of the country, and great dam- 
age by washing land, fences and crops 
in other parts. This is the second 
time in two weeks that crops have 
been damaged by a storm. 

Killed By Horse. 

Columbia, Ky., July 8.— Elsey Wil- 
son, a young married man, was thrown 
from his horse and so badly hurt that 
he died. The man was driving cattle, 
and, spurring his horse in order to 
make him mend his gait, the animal 
made a quick leap forward, stumbled 
and fell.

J. S. Anderson died suddenly at his 
residence, near Bromley, Ky., Thurs- 
day night. Mr. Anderson was working 
about his garden as usual during the 
day and seemed in the best of humor 
at the supper table. 

Parole Granted Logan Gannon. 

Frankfort, Ky., July 8.— The state 
prison comimsslon granted a parole in 
the case of Logan Gannon, of Lexlg- 
tn an inmate of the penitentiary here. 
Gano was set up January 12, last, foi 
one year on conviction of confederat- 
ing. 

He Was Born In Kentucky. 

Jefferson City, Mo., July 8.— Justice 
Gavan D. Bungess, of the Missouri su- 
preme court, suffered a stroke of pa- 
ralysis at his borne here, and is in a se- 
rious condition. Judge Burgess was 
born in Kentucky In November, 1836.
